Imports and Exports of Leading Agri- 
cultural Products in 1910 ComiMmd 
WHkl9M. 

"CaleniUr ^'ear Statements snow- 
ing tbe imports and exports of the 
United Statea from IWi) to 1910," a 

publication just issued hy the Bu- 
reau of Statistics of the Department 
of Commeree and Labor, shows 

some interesting tacts regarding 
the Imports aud exports of the 
United States iu the trade with for- 
eign countncH. Anion;; tlie curious 
things sliown la, for examplu, tliat 
fruits nuts imported into this great 
agricultural Country have doubled 
since 1900. having grown from 19 
million dollars in value, speaking 
in round terms, in tbe year 1900, to 
89H million in 1910. Fruit imports 
alone increased fioin a little less 
than 16 million dollars to paracti- 
oally 26 million. Bananas form the 
larHf.''t Item in the Rroup, bein.;- val- 
ued at a little less than 6 million 
dollars in 1900, and over 12 million 
in 1910. 

Hides and skins also form a 
marked Increase in tbe importation 
of the term, having Increased from 
807 million pounds In 1900, to 573 
mllilon in 1909, the figures of 1910 
bemi; considerable loss, 4BI million 
puuuds. The value of hides aud 
skint Imported was in 1900, &1)^ mil- 
lion dollars, and in 1910, 86 million. 
Goatskins form an Important factor 
in this, having been in 190 , 19 mil- 
lion dollars in va^ue, and in 1910, 27 
million.

We hiivo an atri-lciiltural de- 
partmeiii, and we are spendiug 
$14.0(10.000 or 915.000.000 a year 
to tell the farmers by the results 
of our research how tbey ouyljt 
to treat tlie soil and liow they 
uuKbt to treat the bogs and bow 
tbey ougbt to treat the cattle 
and the horses, with a view to 
bnvinp: Kond lioirs and ^ood cat- 
tle and uooil hcirses. There is 
nothing in ibe gonstitutiou espe- 
cially about^bogs or cattle or 
horses, and if oat of the public 
treasury at Washington we can 
establish a departm<'nt for that 
purpose it does not seem to Lte a 
long step or a atretcb of logic 
to say that we have the power 
to spend the money In a bureau 
of resfareh to tell liow we can 
develop good men and ^ood wo- 
men. Some of our enthuaiaatlc 
eouser^'ators of narioiial re- 
sources have calculated how 
much the life of each man and 
eaeh wuinun in the community 
is worth (o that community. I 
do not think It necenMary to re- 
sort to that tluunclal calculation 
ill ciriU-r to jnsrify the savin;; of 
liniuuii life, sucb as can be ac- 
complished by the reaulta of re- 
search and iidv|(>e that will pro- 
ceed from a |ll-operly established 
bureau of bwiltb*
